In view of the response filed on Sept. 17, 2003, this application contains claims 47-56, 
61-90 and 1 18-1 21 directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 
A first species of using a vacuum apparatus having more than one gas inlet (e.g. claim 47, etc). 
A second species forming a crystalline perovskite type material (e.g. claim 61, etc).
